There 
is roa.'ion to bolievo that this decrease 
by the end of the prosont dorado will 
have wholly coasod, that is, that tho 
emigration will not exceed the iiaturiil 
increase of the population. The con- 
dition tif the country is now really 
prosperous. ^V;ig'>.s have greatly arl- 
Tancod in cou.'):'ij j'.'npe of the limited 
supply of lalJorl;r.^. Tlio rofonn of tho 
land law lias had a mo.st orcollont ef- 
fect, and not uiifrequently Irishmen 
return from America with fortunes 
gained there to take up their abode in 
their native land. The aggregate in- 
Tostments in gorei-nmont stocks, joint- 
stock banks, find savings banks in IBH l 
wore £54,888,000, but on the 30th 
of Juno, 1873, they were XG7,303,000, 
an increase of 23percent, ipthe years.

Our local contemporary baa been 
looking ba«k over its files and haa discoT- 
ored that the membei.' for Nanaimo dis- 
sented from tho Attornoy-G euoial's dic- 
tum on conatitutional law, tlmt the 
House took a similar view and oiincted 
a clause escluding Chinese from the 
franchiio; and that, such boiiiy tho 
case, neither we nor anybody else 
(especially we) can prateud that the 
eight Lillooot diaciplea of Confuscius 
caiLbo qdunted in the late election, 
ikud the discovery iamadetlio subject 
of a leading article and a number of 
items wherein it is attempted to make 
U9 appear inconsistent on the abstract 
question of Chinese voting. Now tho 
■writer in the local organ must eitiior 
haT6 misread or intentionally misre- 
presented our article on the subject. 
£t was never pretended that tho opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General altered the 
fact in our own opinion. On tho con- 
trary TS'O distinctly stated that t^'c 
did not believe in the constitutioua] 
law of that functionary. "What 'vre 
contended for was simply thie.that.the 
Attorney-General having given it as 
bis legal opinion that Chinono, being 
Rritish subjects, possessed the right to 
vote, the Legislature hud not the 
power to take away that right, and 
that the olauses proposed to be in- 
serted in the bill to take it away would 
be better out than in, as it would be 
inoperative, it ill became the Govern- 
ment to object to these Chinese votes 
now, nor could they rery . well blame 
the officers for retaining them on the 
list and receiving them at the ballot- 
box in the face of the Attorney-Gener- 
al's opinion. Moreover we submitted, 
and still submit, that, under these 
circumstances, all the responsibility, 
all the blame and all the odium of 
these Totea having been cast must lie 
with the Government, — that, in fact, 
they were Anthony'a long-tailed 
chickens come home to rooit, and that 
it ill became either him or his organs to 
disown them now, simply because 
they didn't all Tote for Saul. We 
must be permitted, however, to dis- 
■ent from the opinion expressed by 
the organ, viz., that these votes' would 
be struck off and Saul seated were the 
election contested. We contend that, 
under our law, the sole power of purg- 
ing the voters' list rests with the 
Court of Berlsion, and that a Contest- 
ed Elections Court does not possess 
eithei^the power to take names off or 
put names on that hst. And, besides, 
even if Haul were to follow up the 
oontest, which seems eitremel}' im- 
proltable, it is hardly possible that the 
proceedings could terminate before 
the end of the session, which is the 
end of the present Parliament. But, 
conceding all these points, which we 
do merely for the sake of argument, it 
ocours to us to ask why the Govern- 
ment should put the country and the 
parties to all the trouble and expense 
of such a contest? Have not the or- 
gans claimed Mr. Humphrcrs and Mr. 
Brown as their owii? AVhy, then, 
seek to unseat tho one and deprive Iho 
otlier of tho prestige of boing the "senior 
member" for Lillooet? It ni)pear8 to us 
that it ia against thn organ the charge of 
inconsistency really lies. In one breath 
it claims tlioso two EoforniorHn.s .suiipor- 
tors of the Ooverniiiout. lii tlio next it 
denounci^H tljein luul seeks to circiimvcr)t 
their election. Bnl grejt allowance 
oug);t to bo made for the state of mind 
(and pocket) in wliicli our contemporary 
is at present.

There was not n siuglo case of mur- 
der.aad h« had to allude to thisgratifying 
ciroamstanoe that the alemoDt oi whiskey 
did ntit conduce to the ofTenoas commit- 
ted, and it was, perhaps, owing to that 
circumstance that they wore lodi beinoils 
than usual. It wouki not be necr;ssiiry 
for them to soratiniao tho oasea -with tho 
attention of a pttty jury, bnt merely to 
notice' the salieut poiBts and that the pz-i- 
ma /acta evidence juBtifitd their yordict. 
If they had to rep»rt on senj of the nu- 
merous matters that WftB everybody's 
business but nobody's, and had to pro- 
ceed against any person, it would be ne- 
cessary to name such person, so that the 
Attorney-General might proceed against 
him. There were 14 cases on the Oalen- 
dar. The first was the Queen vs. certain 
Ohinamen.
